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PREFATORY  NOTE. 

The  act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  acts  respecting  copyright, 
approved  March  4,  1909,  provides  “That,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Librarian  of  Congress,  the  Register  of  Copyrights  shall  be  author¬ 
ized  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  registration  of  claims  to 
copyright  as  provided  by  this  act”  (sec.  53). 

Under  this  authority  of  law,  the  following  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  registration  of  claims  to  copyright  have  been  prepared  and 
put  into  force  in  the  Copyright  Office.

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1.  Copyright  under  tho  act  of  Congress  entitled:  ‘‘An^jcopnyM  un. 
act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  acts  respecting  copy¬ 
right,”  approved  March  4,  1909, 1  is  ordinarily  secured  by 
printing  and  publishing  a  copyrightablo  work  with  a 
notico  of  claim  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  statute. 
Registration  can  be  made  after  such  publication,  but  tho 
statute  expressly  provides,  in  certain  cases,  for  registra¬ 
tion  of  manuscript  works. 


WHO  MAY  SECURE  COPYRIOHT. 

2.  The  persons  entitled  by  the  act  to  copyright  prot ec-  uddYo^y^ht 
tion  for  their  works  are: 

(1)  Tho  author  of  the  work,  if  he  is: 

(a)  A  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or 
( h )  An  alien  author  domiciled  in  the  United  States 
at  the  time  of  the  first  publication  of  his  work,  or 
(c)  A  citizen  or  subject  of  any  country  which  grants  „ 
either  by  treaty,  convention,  agreement,  or  law,  to 
citizens  of  the  United  States  the  benefit  of  copy¬ 
right  on  substantially  the  same  basis  as  to  its  own 
citizens.  Tho  existence  of  reciprocal  copyright 
conditions  is  determined  by  presidential  procla¬ 
mation.’

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pr<vri«tor.  (2)  Tho  proprietor  of  a  work.  The  word  ’  proprietor’’ 

is  here  used  to  indicate  a  person  who  derives  his  title  to  the 
work  from  tho  author.  If  the  author  of  tho  work  should 
be  a  person  who  could  not  himself  claim  the  benefit  of  the 
copyright  act,  the  proprietor  can  not  claim  it.* 

Executors  otc.  (3)  The  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns  of  the 

above-mentioned  author  or  proprietor. 

REGISTRATION. 

taSSE*11  "**  3.  Promptly  after  the  publication  of  any  work  en¬ 

titled  to  copyright,  the  claimant  of  copyright  should 
register  his  claim  in  the  Copyright  Office.  An  action  for 
infringement  of  copyright  can  not  be  maintained  in  court 
until  the  provisions  with  respect  to  the  deposit  of  copies 
and  registration  of  such  work  shall  have  been  complied 
with. 

A  certificate  of  registration  is  issued  to  the  claimant  and 
duplicates  thereof  may  be  obtained  on  payment  of  the 
statutory  fee  of  50  cents.

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SUBJECT  MATTER  OF  COPYRIGHT. 

4.  The  act  provides  that  no  copyright  shall  subsist  in 
(ho  original  text  of  any  work  published  prior  to  July  1, 

1009,  which  has  not  been  already  copyrighted  in  the 
United  States,  “or  in  any  publication  of  tho  United  States 
Government,  or  any  reprint,  in  whole  or  in  part,  thereof” 

(sec.  7). 

Section  5  of  the  act  names  the  thirteen  classes  of  works 
for  which  copyright  may  bo  secured,  as  follows: 

(a)  Books. — This  term  includes  “composite  and  cyclo-  Book*, 
pudic  works,  directories,  gazeteers,  and  other  compila¬ 
tions,”  and,  generally,  all  printed  literary  works  (except 
dramatic  compositions),  whether  published  in  the  ordi¬ 
nary  shape  of  a  book  or  pamphlet,  or  printed  as  a  leaflet, 
card,  or  single  page.  The  term  “book”  as  used  in  the 
law  includes  tabulated  forms  of  information,  frequently 
called  charts;  tables  of  figures  showing  the  results  of 
mathematical  computations,  such  as  logarithmic  tables; 
interest,  cost,  and  wage  tables,  etc.,  single  poems,  and 
tho  words  of  a  song  when  printed  and  published  without 
music;  descriptions  of  motion  pictures  or  spectacles; 
catalogues;  circulars  or  folders  containing  information 
in  the  form  of  reading  matter,  and  literary  contributions 
to  periodicals  or  newspapers. 

o.  The  term  “book”  can  not  bo  applied  to — 

Blank  books  for  use  in  business  or  in  carrying  out 
system  of  transacting  affairs,  such  as  record  books,  ac-rifhUbto- 
count  books,  memorandum  books,  blank  diaries  or 
journals,  bank  deposit  and  check  books;  forms  of  con¬ 
tracts  or  leases  which  do  not  contain  original  copyright¬ 
able  matter;  coupons;  forms  for  use  in  commercial, 
legal,  or  financial  transactions,  which  are  wholly  or 
partly  blank  and  whose  value  lies  in  their  usefulness.1 

6.  ( b )  Periodicals. — This  term  includes  newspapers,  Periodic*!*, 
magazines,  reviews,  and  serial  publications  appearing

7.  (c)  Lectures,  sermons,  addresses,  or  similar  produc¬ 
tions,  prepared  for  oral  delivery. 

8.  ( d )  Dramatic  and  dramatico-m  xisical  compositions, 
such  as  dramas,  comedies,  oporas,  operettas,  and  similar 


works .

The  designation  “dramatic  composition”  does  not  in¬ 
clude  the  following:  Dances,  motion-picture  shows; 
stage  settings  or  mechanical  devices  by  which  dramatic 
effects  are  produced,  or  “stage  business”;  animal  shows, 
sleight-of-hand  performances,  acrobatic  or  circus  tricks 
of  any  kind;  scenarios  for,  or  descriptions  of  motion 
pictures  or  of  settings  for  tho  production  of  motion 
pictures.  (These,  however,  when  printed  and  published, 
may  be  registrable  as  “books.”) 

9.  Dramatico-musical  compositions  include  principally 
operas,  operettas,  and  musical  comedies,  or  similar  pro¬ 
ductions  which  are  to  be  acted  as  well  as  sung. 

10.  ( e )  Musical  compositions ,  including  vocal  and 
instrumental  compositions,  with  or  without  words  and 
separately  published  songs  from  operas  and  operettas., 
when  not  intended  to  be  acted. 

The  words  of  a  song  printed  alone  should  bo  registered 
as  a  “book,”  not  as  a  “musical  composition.” 

“Adaptations”  and  “arrangements”  may  be  regis¬ 
tered  as  “  new  works”  under  the  provisions  of  section  6. 
Mere  transpositions  into  different  keys  are  not  provided 
for  in  the  copyright  act. 

11.  (f)  Mips. — This  term  includes  all  cartographical 
works,  such  as  terrestrial  maps,  plats,  marine  charts,  star 
maps,  but  not  diagrams,  astrological  charts,  or  landscapes. 

12.  (g)  Works  of  art  and  models  or  designs  for  works  of 
art. — This  term  includes  all  works  belonging  fairly  to  the 
so-called  fine  arts.  (Paintings,  drawings,  and  sculpture.) 

The  protection  of  productions  of  the  industrial  arts 
utilitarian  in  purpose  and  character  even  if  artistically 
made  or  ornamented  depends  upon  action  under  the 
patent  law;  but  registration  in  the  Copyright  Office  has

The  exclusive  right  to  make  and  sell  such  articles  should 
not  be  sought  by  copyright  registration. 

13.  (A)  Reproductions  of  works  of  art. — This  term  refers 
to  such  reproductions  (engravings,  woodcuts,  etchings, 
casts,  etc.)  as  contain  in  themselves  an  artistic  element 
distinct  from  that  of  the  original  work  of  art  wliieh  has 
been  reproduced. 

14.  (t)  Drawings  or  plastic  works  of  a  scientific  or  tech¬ 
nical  character. — This  term  includes  diagrams  or  models 
illustrating  scientifio  or  technical  works,  architects’  plans, 
designs  for  engineering  work,  relief  maps,  etc. 

15.  O')  Photographs. — This  term  covers  all  photo-  rb<x«*rmphs. 
graphic  prints,  but  not  half  tones  or  other  photo-engrav¬ 
ings. 

16.  ( k )  Prints  and  pictorial  illustrations. — This  term toruMihuIr 
comprises  printed  pictures,  such  as  lithographs,  photo- Uo*18- 
engravings,  etc. 

17.  (Z)  Motion- picture  photoplays. 

18.  (m)  Motion  pictures  other  than  photoplays. 

Postal  cards  can  not  be  copyrighted  as  such.  The 

pictures  thereon  may  bo  registered  as  “prints  or  pictorial 
illustrations”  or  as  “photographs.”  Text  matter  on  a 
postal  card  may  be  of  such  a  character  that  it  may  be 
registered  as  a  “book.” 

Trade-marks  can  not  bo  registered  in  the  Copyright 
Office.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Patents. 

Labels  and  prints  for  articles  of  manufacture  are  re-^^6*15  •nd 
quired  by  the  Act  of  June  18,  1874,  to  be  registered  for 
copyright  in  the  Patent  Office.  The  Copyright  Office  will 
register  a  claim  of  copyright  in  a  pictorial  drawing  to 
protect  such  drawing ;  but  if  it  is  used  for  a  label  or  print, 
the  label  or  print  should  be  registered  at  the  Patent  Office.

UNPUBLISHED  WORKS. 

Unpublished  works  are  such  as  have  not  at  the  time  of 
registration  been  printed  or  reproduced  in  copies  for  sale 
or  been  publicly  distributed.  They  include  only  tin- 
works  enumerated  in  section  11:  Lectures,  sermons,  ad¬ 
dresses,  or  similar  productions  for  oral  ddiveiy ;  dramat  i< , 
musical  and  dramatico-musical  compositions;  photo¬ 
graphs  ;  works  of  art  (paintings,  drawings,  and  sculptures  i ; 
plastic  works;  motion-picture  photoplays;  and  motion 
pictures  other  than  photoplays. 

In  order  to  secure  copyright  in  such  unpublished  work-, 
the  following  steps  are  necessary: 

20.  (1)  In  the  case  of  lectures,  sermons,  addresses,  and 
dramatic,  musical,  and  dramatico-musical  compositions, 
deposit  one  complete  copy  of  the  work. 

This  copy  (which  may  bo  written  or  typewritten) 
should  be  in  convenient  form,  clean  and  legible,  tin- 
leaves  securely  fastened  together,  and  should  bear  the 
title  of  the  work  corresponding  to  that  given  in  the  appli¬ 
cation. 

The  entire  work  in  each  case  should  he  deposited.  Ii 
is  not  sufficient  to  deposit  a  mere  outline  or  epitome,  or, 
in  the  case  of  a  play,  a  mere  scenario,  or  a  scenario  with 
the  synopsis  of  the  dialogue. 

21.  (2)  In  the  case  of  unpublished  photographs,  de¬ 
posit  one  copy  of  the  work.  (Photo-engravings  or 
photogravures  are  not  photographs  within  the  meaning 
of  this  provision.) 

22.  (3)  In  the  case  of  works  of  art,  models  or  designs 
for  works  of  art,  or  drawings  or  plastic  works  of  a  scien¬ 
tific  or  technical  character,  deposit  a  photograph  or  other 
identifying  reproduction. 

(4)  In  tho  case  of  motion-picture  photoplays,  deposit 
a  title  and  description,  with  one  print  taken  from  each 
scene  or  act. 

(5)  In  tho  ease  of  motion  pictures  other  than  photo¬ 
plays,  deposit  a  title  add  description,  with  not  less  than 
two  prints  taken  from  different  sections  of  the  complete 
motion  picture. 

In  each  cose  the  deposited  article  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  claim  of  copyright  (an  application  for  registration) 
and  a  money  order  for  the  amount  of  the  statutory  fee. 

23.  Any  work  which  has  been  registered  under  section 
11,  if  published,  i.  e.,  reproduced  in  copies  for  sale  or 
distribution,  must  be  deposited  a  second  time  (accent- 
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p ajii.ed  by  an  application  for  registration  and  the  statu¬ 
tory  fee)  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  in  the  case  of 
works  published  in  the  first  place.

24.  Promptly  after  first  publication  of  the  work  with  P*y°slt  °f 
the  copyright  notice  inscribed,  two  complete  copies  of 

the  best  edition  of  the  work  then  published  must  be 
sent  to  the  Copyright  Office,  with  a  proper  application 
for  registration  correctly  filled  out  and  a  money  order 
for  the  amount  of  the  legal  fee.1 

The  statute  requires  that  the  deposit  of  the  copyright 
work  shall  bo  made  “promptly,"  which  has  been  defined 
us  “without  unnecessary  delay."  It  is  not  essential, 
however,  that  the  deposit  bo  made  on  the  very  day  of 
publication. 

25.  Published  works  are  such  as  are  printed  or  other-  It  Deflation  e°df 
wise  produced  and  “placed  on  sale,  sold,  or  publicly work” 
distributed."  Works  intended  for  sale  or  general  dis¬ 
tribution  should  first  be  printed  with  tho  statutory  form 

of  copyright  notice  inscribed  on  every  copy  published  or 
offered  for  sale  in  the  United  States. 

The  following  works  can  not  be  registered  until  after 
they  have  been  published:  Books,  periodicals,  maps, 
prints  and  pictorial  illustrations.

NOTICE  OF  COPYRIGHT. 

26.  The  ordinary  form  of  copyright  notice  for  books,  Form  a  notice, 
periodicals,  dramatic  and  musical  compositions  is  “Copy¬ 
right,  19—  (the  year  of  publication),  by  A.  B.  (the  name 

of  the  claimant)."  Tho  name  of  the  claimant  printed  in 
tho  notice  should  bo  the  real  name  of  a  living  person,  or 
his  trade  name  if  ho  always  uses  one  (but  not  a  pseudonym 
or  pen  name),  or  the  name  of  tho  firm  or  corporation 
•  burning  to  own  the  copyright. 

27.  In  the  case  of  maps,  photographs,  reproductions  ^short 
of  works  of  art,  prints  or  pictorial  illustrations,  works  of 

art,  models  or  designs  for  works  of  art,  and  plastic  works 
of  a  scientific  or  technical  character,  the  notice  may 
consist  of  the  letter  C,  inclosed  within  a  circle,  thus  ©, 
uccompanied  by  the  initials,  monogram,  mark,  or  sym¬ 
bol  of  the  copyright  proprietor.  But  in  such  cases  the

The  following  works  must  be  manufactured  in  the 
sutM.  United  States  in  order  to  secure  copyright: 

(a)  All  “  books”  in  the  English  language  and  books  in 
any  language  by  a  citizen  or  domiciled  resident  of  the 
United  States  must  be  printed  from  type  set  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  States,  either  by  hand  or  by  tho 
aid  of  any  kind  of  typesetting  machine,  or  from  plates 
made  within  tho  limits  of  the  United  States  from  typo 
set  therein,  or,  if  tho  text  of  such  books  be  producod 
by  lithographic  process  or  photo-engraving  process,  then 
by  a  process  wholly  performed  within  the  limits  of  the 
United  States;  and  the  printing  of  tho  text  and  binding 
of  the  book  must  be  performed  within  the  limits  of  the 
United  States. 

(b)  All  illustrations  within  a  book  produced  by  litho¬ 
graphic  process  or  photo-engraving  process  and  all  sepa¬ 
rate  lithographs  or  photo-engravings  must  be  produced  by 
lithographic  or  photo-engraving  process  wholly  performed 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  except  when  the 
subjects  represented  in  such  illustrations  in  a  book  or 
such  separate  lithographs  or  photo-engravings  “are  lo¬ 
cated  in  a  foreign  country  and  illustrate  a  scientific 
work  or  reproduce  a  work  of  art.” 

*tov!thal ,or'  30.  Books  by  foreign  authors  in  any  language  other 

than  English  are  not  required  to  be  printed  in  the  United 
States. 

ibraS*  prtnl0d  In  the  case  of  books  printed  abroad  in  the  English 

language  an  ad  interim  term  of  copyright  of  four  months 
from  registration  made  in  the  Copyright  Office  within 
sixty  days  after  publication  abroad  may  be  secured; 
but  in  order  to  extend  the  copyright  to  the  full  term  of 
protection,  an  edition  of  the  work  must  be  published  in 
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the  United  States  within  the  four  months  ad  interim 
term,  printed  or  produced  within  the  limits  of  the  United 
States  as  required  in  section  15  of  the  copyright  act. 

APPLICATION  FOR  REGISTRATION. 

31.  The  application  for  copyright  registration  required  foc 

to  bo  sent  with  each  work  must  state  the  following  facts: 

(1)  Tho  name,  nationality,  and  exact  address  of  the 
claimant  of  copyright.
